The
forelgner, for instance, takes the great Revolution
of '89-203 8 a slarting polut, nod on his arrival in
France finds vasl mssis—erowds apparently com-
posed of every vlass—pouring forth to the shrines of
miraculons virging! He finds this movement stronger
than it cver was before 'S8, or than it ever shiows
itsolf in se-called Benighted countries like Epain.
Ho has been tanght o believe that France was a
land of cquality, and that, therefore, mesit could
achleve power; and he hears names arotnd hiw
which prove that 50 or 60 years ago sach
was actanlly tbe caso, Lut when he eomes
to know the workl of cotemporary France

be discovers that the struggle of merit o

win distinetion 18 a hopeless one. T eonld go vi for

hours enumietil ivg the various nntacen tsims botween
preconceived notious and pieseni practices, which
bewilder e thinker in this coantry, be he French
or foreigu ; but pethaps one word will hest explain
the existing state of things, and Lest rerve (o show
what is the ground on which the present elcotoral
battle is betng fonght. Franee is invariably * reac-
tionary ;™ that is, Preuchmen, not being uf & power-
ful race, renct instead of act. 1i you wish for tha
seoret of French violence, look for what has pro-
voked it. This pation does not initiate reforio; it
does not advanee of itself; it bows down
ta every despotism—elerical, political, social—
till its lrow scropes the carth, and only

then, it rebounds aund wilidly destroys ove dng 1

For & lung thme neither thouglit of simply dviug
